Regret, shame or embarrassment could have played a role 
in the report a female student made claiming to have been 
sexually assaulted, after having sexual intercourse with a male 
student. 

On Sept. 16 Tyler PD and Tyler Junior College Police 
were called to ETMC concerning a student who reported be¬ 
ing sexually assaulted on campus by an “unknown” individual. 

TJC investigator, Corporal Peggy Scott who has dealt 
with similar cases in the past, spoke with the family of the 


potential victim, making the family the only resource of in¬ 
formation at that time. 

“These investigations are kind of complex, and when 
you have someone that is in crisis, it’s not the best time to sit 
down and talk to them (the victim),”TJC Police Chief Randy 
Melton, said. “They may not be emotional OK to talk” 

. The suspect was initially described to officials as a tall, 
heavy-set black male who had sexually assaulted the victim 
during Sundays’ early hours at the Ornelas A Building. TJC 
police notified the campus community via email and text 
message of a potential crime and urged them to take safety 
precaution as the case was in the process of investigation. 


“We have to put the information out, a timely warning,” 
said Chief Melton. , 

Authorities continued with the investigation by inter¬ 
viewing students and campus staff and reviewing footage from 
surveillance cameras to find more clues about the incident. 

Chief Melton said that the following day the potential j 
. victim and suspect were both interviewed, and revealed to in¬ 
vestigators that the incident was not a sexual assault but an act 
of consensual sex. 

The names of both students were not released making 
the real reasons of such a claim difficult to understand.

Chief Melton explained that the location and time of the 
act is also unknown, but no criminal act has occurred closing the 
investigation as an inaccurate case. 

Although the claims were unfounded, the incident made 
students more aware of the constant safety guidelines they should 
follow in a junior college that offers night classes. 

“There is so much you can do,” Kimberley Hines, freshman, 
business management Major, said. “People are so unpredictable 
even the people you thought never hurt you would, and that’s 
the sad part.” 

Hines, who was a victim of sexual molestation and under¬ 
stands firsthand the trauma of such an incident, can relate to the 
pain it brings in the victims life. One out of every three women 
will be raped in her lifetime, according to “The Rape Victim,” 
sexual assault statics report by Koss, M.P. 6c Harvey, M.R., in 
1991. 

“I’m 18 years old and it happen when I was 13, and I still 
haven’t healed,” Hines said. “I relive my nightmare daily. It does 
not go away. I think about it every day.” 

The false claim on Sept. 16 of the sexual assault report brings 
the question of whether this particular situation could prevent 


future victims from making a report. In a study of college stu¬ 
dents, only 5 percent of women reported their assaults, only 5 
percent sought help from a rape crisis center and 42 percent told 
no one, according to the National Statistics on Sexual Assault. 

“This is what causes the ones that are true victims to not 
report, cause they see this,” Dr. Tom Johnson, Executive Director 
of campus safety and law enforcement, said. “It’s a crime people 
are nervous to talk about, ashamed to talk about and that’s why 
we want them to feel we are the community police department.” 

TJC has a fully functioning police department, and has in¬ 
stalled a community safety plan, which involves every one from 
the part time student to the janitors, working with all depart¬ 
ments to ensure the safety of every single individual. There is also 
a total of 300 surveillance cameras around campus, and tip lines 
for reports of any suspicious activity. 

“You have to let someone know in order to get help,” said 
Jesus Espinoza, sophomore, General Studies. 

An anonymous tip line via text is number 79516, to report 
any suspicious activity all hours of the day. Campus Police num¬ 
ber for a safety escort after 5 p.m. is (903) 510-2222. 


In the next issue we will report on tips and precautions on 
how to prevent being a victim of sexual assault and on the assis¬ 
tance and counseling services TJC offers victims. 


PROTECT YOURSELF: 


Protect Yourself: 

1. Lock your doors when you take a nap or retire for 
the evening. Do not block open-entry doors to residence 
halls after hours. 

2. Require identification before admitting someone un¬ 
familiar into your residence or your vehicle. 

3. Avoid walking alone at night, if possible, and stay on 
lighted routes. 

4. Report suspicious persons or circumstances. This 
could stop a crime before it happens. -

day morning and so far Apple reports to have sold 2 million within the first 24 hours. The rede¬ 
signed device comes with a waiting period of two weeks to one month. 

“It’s just been selling out and it’s because it’s such a hot, popular model,” Jamey Grant, Best 
Buy mobile specialist, said. 

The new design has many wondering if it’s worth the cost to make the transition. Compared 
to the previous iPhone 4s, Apple has announced that the new phone has remarkable new features 
from the hardware inside to the exterior display. 

The first noticeable change is the shape. It is now 18 percent thinner and 20 percent lighter, 
with a larger screen of 4 inches in length with the same width as the previous iPhones. The past 
glass backs have been replaced by aluminum, preventing visible scratches and no more glass cracks. 
The color option remains black or white, with customized diamond cut edges. A redesigned char¬ 
ger, with more battery life, has changed to a small reversible plug. 

“The only real key thing is that you are getting the 4G for your speeds are faster, the screens a 
little better,” Grant said. “That’s the main thing people are doing the transition for.” 

Apple has created and installed a map application leaving Google Maps out of the picture. 
This means more details and different zoom options for users. A noticeable upgrade from previous 
iPhones is the LTE Network, also known as 4g, said to be faster then Wi-Fi. Allowing faster web 
loading and quicker browsing yet requires more data usage. Siri, the iPhone voice assistance has 
updated information, making requests more precise. 

As of Sept. 24, Apple said that a total of 5 million iPhones have been sold, yet not many are 
convinced of the importance of upgrading to a newer version of an iPhone. 

“I’m not the type when something new comes out to be first in line to get it,” said Aaron C. 
Janssen, nursing major. 

For those looking to upgrade, a waiting list may vary from retail provider or carrier. Locations 
like Best Buy, Version and Sprint will have this must-have item.

Its noon, stomachs are growling, and 
students are heading to the cafeteria or a local 
fast food restaurant to get some grub. When 
it comes to eating healthy food, choices are 
limited at the cafeteria and around Tyler Ju¬ 
nior College. Weight gain is hard to avoid 
when there is not much healthy food around. 

According to a 2009 survey on webmd. 
com, 23 percent of college freshmen gained at 
least five percent of their body weight. Some 
freshmen tend to gain up to 10 pounds in 
their first semester and add another five by 
the end of the year. 

Other factors besides fattening foods 
cause weight gain in students. 

“It is most likely related to a decrease 


in physical activity after high school,” said 
Danielle Townsend, registered dietitian and 
clinical nutrition manager at Mother Frances 
Hospital. “College students also tend to drink 
more alcohol (specifically beer) and make less 
healthy food choices due to restricted financ- 
es. 

Students should focus on eating from all 
of the food groups. Townsend says to try to 
maintain a diet consisting of mostly whole 
grains, fruits and vegetables. 

Part of the problem for students at col¬ 
leges all over the country is that they used to 
be active in high school. It is required nation 
wide for a high school student to have at least 
two years of physical education. Students 
were used to playing sports and participating 
in a physical education class and they were 
constantly doing something for almost 45 


minutes. When entering college that physical 
activity dropped significantly. 

“The American Heart Association says 
45 minutes, but most weight loss studies 
show that if you can just do 10 minutes a day, 
get your heart rate up above base line so you 
can break a sweat,” Dr. Stephanie Eisjink, at 
TJC Health Clinic, said. 

“Aim for 30 minutes of cardio (ellipti¬ 
cal, treadmill, running, Zumba) or participate 
in aerobic sport (tennis, basketball, volleyball) 
four to five days per week,” Townsend said. 

Students can take advantage of the many 
exercise facilities in Tyler or in the local small 
towns. TJC’s very own Ornelas Health and 
Physical Education building provides a free 
membership for every TJC student. 

“I work out every day. I haven’t changed

vision. A combination of honor students 
and other student leaders will run the Rog¬ 
ers Student Center location where Vincent 
Nguyen, director of Student Life and In¬ 
volvement, will be present. 

These honor students and student lead¬ 
ers will be available to answer questions about 
the candidates and about how to register to 
vote. The scheduled event coincides with the 
last day to mail in voter fegisfirafions. 

“We will have registration cards to hand 
out. They (students) will have an opportunity 
to register that day,” Beange said. 

At each location, voting boxes will be 
available to place the ballots in. Students will 
use their Apache ID to register their vote. 

Quiz scantrons will be provided to use 
as ballots. This will facilitate a fast and accu¬ 
rate calculation of the results, which will be 
immediately posted that night on the TJC 
Facebook account and on Twitter. Results 
will also be posted in the Apache Pow Wow. 

This event will make it possible to iden¬ 
tify who the students expect to select for the 
presidential election but not necessarily who 
will win the election on Nov. 6. 

“It is a straw poll, which means these 
are not results that can be extrapolated. It is 
not scientific,” Beange said. “Whatever the 
results are, it should be tongue in cheek.” 

“We’ve not done a mock election be¬ 
fore,” said Nguyen.

With elections coming up, President Obama has been 
presenting to the people his plans for a future America...

2016: Obamas America filmmakers Gerald R. Molen 
and Dinesh D’Souza reveal our president’s past, which they 
believe is the key to understanding Obama’s intentions for 
the country.

Who were the most influential people in his life that crafted 
him into the leader he is today? In his new book “Dreams

Molen and D’Sounza introduce five important people 
throughout Obama’s life that reveal a lot about his leader¬ 
ship and decision making styles.

conduit for special interests,” Ran¬ 
dolph Brannon, returning student at 
TJC, said. 

Both sides cry foul over per¬ 
ceived biases, but it’s probably hu¬ 
manly impossible not to be biased. 
The solution would be to look at a 
variety of sources. 

“If you tell people you look at 
Fox they think you are crazy and if 
you tell people you look at New York 
Times , they think you are smart,” 
Beange said. “You are missing a part 
of the puzzle if you don’t look at both 
sides.” 

Compilation sources such as 
the ezine, Real Clear Politics and The 


Week , which is online and in print, 
offer articles from other sources, and 
also post their own original news. A 
diverse selection of sources in these 
two compilations includes The Wash¬ 
ington Post, Wall St. Journal , The New 
York Times and Fox News, as well as 
others. 

“(The Week) is the closest thing I 
have found to an unbiased source, at 
least in print,” Beange said. 

Another compilation source is 
Diffen.com, which is really basic. It 
presents a comparison chart of the 
two parties. The chart describes each 
party, their history, their philosophy 
and their stand on several hot-topic 


issues. Diffen.com includes the fact 
that not every Democrat or Repub¬ 
lican agrees with every stand their 
party has taken. 

“It’s important to see that it is 
not universal,” said Beange. 

Diffen.com also has a compari¬ 
son chart on the two candidates and 
their positions on several issues such 
as health care and the economy. This 
seems to be a good source for quick 
highlights of party platforms and 
their candidates, providing useful 
information to begin the journey of 
becoming an informed voter.
